To those of you who chose to stay home 
and endure Howard Cosell, let me report 
that things weren't all that smooth at Pim¬ 
lico, either. 

Whenever you get 81,261 people confined 
to 40 acres, you've got to expect traffic prob¬ 
lems, seating problems, health problems and 
unexpected problems. 

How did my day go? 

Pretty good. I got there early (9:30 a.m.), 
went right to the press box and settled down 
comfortably to read an advance copy of Pete 
Axthelm's new book on Steve Cauthen.

Boniface — "Fabulous Fraud had $5 to 
win on him in the paper." 

Whole Sun crew looks at Boniface in 
wide-eyed amazement. They can't (and 
shouldn't) believe it. The Fraud (a longshot 
specialist) has selected Dax S. in the Preak¬ 
ness. Dax S. will close at 93-to-l and run 
sixth. 

The second race is run. Alishamar wins it. 
$33.20 mutuel. 

Then comes Breaker One Nine ($17.80) in 
the third and King George County ($6.40 in 
the fourth). 


Minute by minute, the Preakness is ap¬ 
proaching. 

Ralph Elsmo (Pimlico's special promotions 
man) enters press box, reporting new rec¬ 
ords in first-aid rooms for faintings and sun¬ 
burn cases. Asked how many cases, Ralph 
says he doesn't know. 

Steve Cauthen, as a young teenager, wakes up 
frequently in the middle of the night and goes out 
to the hayloft where he sits on a bale of hay and 
practices with his whip. Kid seems obsessed. 

Leave press box (which is almost 
adequately air-conditioned) and descend by 
elevator to ground level. Instantly assaulted 
by humid heat in closely packed crowd. 
Everyone looks distraught and sweaty. 

Twisting, turning sideways and pushing, I 
make my way to racing secretary's office. 
Keep right hand on my chest to protect press 
badge. 

Down the stairs to Larry Abbundi's office. 
See several racing commissioners who are 
enjoying party in strongly air-conditioned 
commission office. Contrast between bitter 
chill of commission office and sweltering 
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grandstand is too much. Decide to go to 
Preakness barn to see how horses are behav¬ 
ing. 

Find temperature pleasant at the barn. 

Laz Barrera is seated in chair near his 
horse. Affirmed pokes his head out. Looks 
almost sleepy. Laz is in middle of another 
interview. Reporter has tape recorder 
pushed in Barrera's face. The pleasant 
Cuban is cool and confident. 

After a few minutes I walk slowly to the 
second section of the barn where John Veitch 
and his father, Sylvester, are seated in camp 
chairs. Unlike Barrera, they are not eager to 
talk to reporters. They have made this clear 
by placing their chairs away from the barn's 
railing — a railing which reporters are for¬ 
bidden to pass. 

There is a black woman uniformed guard a 
few feet from Alydar's stall. Her job, it turns 
out, is to prevent anyone from stopping on 
the road in front of Alydar. "Keep moving," 
she says politely. "No one can stop in front of 
his stall. No, not even on the road. Please 
move, quickly!" 


I take a position on the fence where 
Alydar's exercise boy, Charley Rose, is talk¬ 
ing to a few reporters. We are not out of 
Alydar's sight, but we aren't in front of him, 
either. 

John Veitch and his father are seated in the 
gap between the two sections of the barn. 
John occasionally gets to his feet, and, hiding 
most of his body, pokes his head around the 
corner to look at Alydar. And every five 
minutes, John looks at his wrist watch. 

Suddenly the quiet is broken by Alydar's 
pawing. 

John arises quickly, goes to the horse and 
opens the screen. 

"Charley," he calls, "let's get this horse 
out and walk him." 

Nodding pleasantly, Charley says okay. 

But for 15 seconds, the exercise rider 
doesn't move.

'"Charley," says John, "right away!" 

With no further conversation to anyone, 
Charley walks quickly to Alydar. 

The horse is led from his stall and walked. 

More than anything in the world, John 
Veitch wants to beat Affirmed. John and Laz 
have personalities which clash. 

Sometimes bitter towards each other, they 
are right now enduring a tacit truce. 

Harry Jeffra (in charge of Pimlico's stable 
area) walks down the road carrying Preak¬ 
ness jackets for the grooms to wear. John 
Veitch informs him the Calumet crew would 
prefer to wear their own red jackets. 

For a moment, Harry talks about his fa¬ 
mous dog Barney who is buried near where 
we stand. "He was the best night watchman 
Pimlico ever had. If he patrolled with you 
and you forgot to punch a clock, he'd stand 
by that clock and bark until you came back." 
Barney, a small mixed-breed animal, died in 
1976 at age 15. Everyone misses him. 

Jeffra disappears. Alydar continues to 
walk. 

Back I go to Laz Barrera. His son, Albert, is 
being interviewed. He trains Track Reward 
who will finish last. 

Laz sits in his chair, smiling as he listens to 
his son. He seems unworried about any 
horse. Least of all Albert's. 

The breeze is pleasant. There is a calmness 
and a feeling of good fellowship. Affirmed's 
drooping eyelids tend to make me feel 
sleepy. 

More reporters arrive. Nobody does much 
of anything. We all lean on a fence and talk 
occasionally. We are joined by Victor Col- 
adonato, the owner-trainer of Iron Legend. 

Iron Legend, a son of Iron Peg, is a 
Maryland-bred who almost made it to the 
Preakness. He got as far as the Preakness 
barn, anyway. But then a week before the 
race he pulled a muscle. Going sound now, 
says Victor, who is bare-chested, wearing 
only pants and shoes. 

"I'm gonna stay here and watch the race 
on television," says the former chicken 
farmer from Delaware. He goes on to explain 
that his hearse (parked only a few yards 
away from us) has a television set. 

Back comes Harry Jeffra. "Fifteen min¬ 
utes," he advises the trainers in a low key 
voice. This warning is followed at intervals 
by ten-minute, five minute and three- 
minute warnings. 


Finally, the horses are led out. 

There they go. The two finest 3-year-old 
colts in America along with a few lesser en¬ 
dowed hopefuls. 

In appearance, Alydar is my choice. But on 
racing ability, I think Affirmed is better. 

Back I go to the press box where I find a 
good position on the porch. 

Out there in the centerfield the horses are 
being saddled. They are in a fenced area, 
protected from the infield crowd which is 
now being estimated at 40,000. 

The band plays Maryland, My Maryland. 
The sun shines. The grass is green. Every¬ 
thing is set for one of the world's finest races. 

They go to the gate. They break. 

Affirmed gets the lead and Cauthen slows 
down the pace. Alydar is up much closer this 
time. Maybe five lengths off Affirmed with a 
half-mile to run. 

Alydar moves forward steadily on the 
turn. At the head of the stretch he's in a 
perfect spot to make his charge. He advances 
in early stretch, almost reaching even terms. 
From there to the wire, it's a two-horse race. 
No excuses for anyone. The better horse will 
win. It's only two of them, and you know 
Affirmed will make it. 

The courage of the two animals is extraor¬ 
dinary. Under the wire they go. Affirmed by 
a long neck. 

In the hours that follow, the mop-up is 
begun. 

Chick Lang, Pimlico's general manager, 
has reached the point of exhaustion. 

It is he and he alone who has made the 
Preakness what it is today. 

"I tell him Saturday night," says Pimlico 
owner Ben Cohen some days later, "to go 
home, go away, take off some time. He took 
my advice. For a couple of days now we 
haven't seen him. I hope he's getting some 
rest. He deseh^es it." 

Perhaps Chick was home reading Steve 
Cauthen's book. 

It's really great. In some chapters I was 
reminded of Pimlico's general manager (who 
once upon a time was Bill Hartack's agent). 

Like when Barrera was quoted thusly: 

"Racing is the greatest sport in the world, 
the greatest life in the world. 

"It can give you everything you ever 
dreamed about. 

"But you have to really work for it." □

Filly Tops 
Among 
Yearlings 
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For the first time since 1973, a filly was 
awarded the grand championship of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association's 44th 
annual yearling show held last month at 
Timonium. 

The dark bay or brown daughter of Am- 
bernash was chosen by judge John Veitch 
over 69 other yearlings in the four-class 
exhibition which was restricted to 
Maryland-breds. 

Owned in partnership by Jeanne Begg and 
Fendall M. Clagett, the grand champion is a 
half-sister to stakes-winning Runette who 
was bred and raced by the same two owners. 

Reserve championship went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Hugh J. O'Donovan's Quadrangle colt 
which won Class II. The handsome chestnut 
is out of Morning Kiss, a daughter of Saggy. 

Mr. Veitch, trainer of Kentucky Derby- 
Preakness runner-up Alydar, also selected 
as class winners a half-brother to Chris¬ 
topher R. (owned by Shamrock Farm) and a 
Jacinto filly (owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
O'Donovan). 

The show, which lasted three hours, was 
held in Timonium's centerfield on a bright 
and warm Sunday afternoon on the day fol¬ 
lowing the Preakness. Because of Mary¬ 
land's widespread coughing epidemic, the 
number of participants was the smallest 
since 1974. 

Mr. Veitch, who is 33, was the youngest 
man ever to judge the MHBA's show. His 
father. Hall of Fame trainer Sylvester W. 
Veitch, had judged the exhibition in 1965. 

Working quickly and methodically, John 
sorted through the yearlings in workmanlike 
style while being assisted in the ring by the 
MHBA's Mary Rude. The announcing was 
done by Ralph Retler, an MHBA director. 

Although Mr. Clagett went into the show 
with two legs on the Blarney Challenge 
trophy, he failed to retire the bowl (donated 
by Rigan McKinney in 1961) because he 
owned this year's grand champion in 
partnership with Mrs. Begg.

J. W. Y. Martin, Jr., chairman of the 
MHBA's show committee, explained that to 
retire the trophy Mr. Clagett would be re¬ 
quired to win it three times with yearlings 
having identical ownership. 

Only one other exhibitor (Harry A. Love) 
holds two legs on the Blarney trophy. 

In addition to ribbons and silver, $500 was 
distributed to the first five finishers in each of 
the classes. The grand champion earned an 
additional $300 award, while an award of 
$200 was given to the reserve champion. 
Cash awards totaled $2,500, of which $2,400 
was contributed by the Maryland State Fair 
Board. 

E. P. Taylor's Windfields Farm donated 
the grand championship trophy, and the 
Fasig-Tipton Company awarded the reserve 
championship bowl. 

Amateur Judging 

Each year the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association presents julep cups (donated by 
Maury, Donnelly & Parr and the Vordem- 
berge Saddlery) to the male and female spec¬ 
tators who come closest in Class III to dup¬ 
licating the selections of the judge. 

This year's winners were David Scott Fox 
and Micki Boskin. 

Scott, a 14-year-old student at McDonogh 
School, is a son of Dr. Kenneth Fox, a vet¬ 
erinarian and owner of Foxleigh Farm. Two 
years ago young Fox won his first amateur 
judging award. 

Ms. Boskin, who lives on Park Heights 
avenue in Owings Mills, is a daughter of M. 
N. Boskin, owner of a racing stable trained 
by King Leatherbury.

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No Home On The 
_I Range 

Protected by law, wild horses 
have proliferated to the extent 
that the range cannot support 
them, creating a major crisis.

The stallion Anticipating jogs up and 
down his paddock, the blood of Bold Ruler, 
’^Nasrullah, Nearco, Pharos and Eclipse flow¬ 
ing through his handsome body. He stops, 
snorts at his neighbors in the next paddock 
— two chunky geldings with long straggly 
manes. They return his look with a hauteur 
of their own. 

The geldings are mustangs from the wild 
west, alleged to have the blood of conquis¬ 
tador armor bearers running in their veins. 
Romantics say they are direct descendants of 
Spanish war horses who have lived by their 
wits and instinct for generations. If this is so, 
Bold Ruler is a johnny-come-lately by their 
unwritten stud book. 

Mustangs turned out next to Thorough¬ 
bred stallions in Olney, Maryland? What is 
going on? 

The juxtaposition of such diverse heritage 
pinpoints a grievous and growing problem 
in this country — the plight of the ever- 
increasing wild horse herds which have been 
allowed to breed freely under protection of 
the Wild Free-Roaming Horse Act of 1971. 

Their numbers have soared to an esti¬ 
mated 63,000. Quite naturally these wild 
horses compete for the limited grass and 
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water needed for cattle and sheep on the 
western ranges, a fact which incurs the ire of 
herdsmen. 

Humanist groups, on the other hand, have 
taken the side of the wild horses to what 
some consider an unrealistic degree. 

The Department of the Interior, which is 
responsible for administering the Horse Act, 
has come in for criticism by several horse 
protection groups, and court cases have been 
joined, some settled out of court. The 
humanists say these wild horses are being 
abused, mistreated, slaughtered by wicked 
government officials. Their publications 
show horrible pictures of dead horses in 
ditches and speak of a ''horseless horizon." 

Meanwhile, the pure economics of the 
situation must be considered. 

In the ten western states there are 150 mil¬ 
lion acres of open range under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Department of the Interior. More 
than 20,000 herdsmen, raising both sheep 
and cattle, buy licenses which permit them to 
graze these lands. Some of the areas are 
fenced, some contained by natural bound¬ 
aries, some governed by waterholes. But the 
huge acreage has been hard hit by drought 
and also by the increasing numbers of wild 
horses, fighting each other and the cattle and 
sheep for forage and water. 

Cattle and sheep men do not see these 
horses as part of our heritage. They see them 
only as a scourge, a threat to a livelihood 
made ever more precarious by the drought. 

On the other hand, many of the humanists 
see the situation purely on an emotional 
level. Most of them do not own horses. The 
forage required to feed 63,000 animals can- 
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Wild burros and horses compete for sparse vegetation 
and water with cattle and sheep, a problem complicated by 
drought. Herdsmen, who obtain grazing rights by license 
from the federal government, demand their control while 
humanists assert their right to live and roam freely. 
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Mustangs continued 

not be appreciated by someone who has 
neither pitched nor paid for hay. 

The battle has continued to rage, with offi¬ 
cials of the Department of the Interior stuck 
uncomfortably in the middle. 

To pacify the herdsmen, range conserva¬ 
tionists have driven many of the wild horses 
into corrals where they have kept them for 
up to six years. They are fed hay and doc¬ 
tored and cared for as best as possible. To 
pacify the humanists, these animals have 
been put up for adoption by members of the 
horse-loving American public. And al¬ 
though the number of adopted horses is just 
a fraction of the total, a precedent has been 
set to turn some of these animals into pro¬ 
ductive creatures. 

Since the program's inception in 1976 
Americans have adopted 8,958 wild horses 
and burros and put many of them into ser¬ 
vice as riding horses. 

Hal and Cortez, the residents of Polinger 
Farm Corporation in Olney, are two of this 
growing group of adoptees. 

"When the Wild Free-Roaming Horse and 
Burro Act of 1971 was passed," said Robert 
Springer, Range conservationist at the De¬ 
partment of the Interior Division of Range, 
"the animals began to increase. Before then, 
rustlers had pretty well kept them down. But 
with legal protection, the horses have mul¬ 
tiplied until there are more than the range 
can carry. Of the 63,000 total wild equines in 
the ten western states, there are approxi¬ 
mately 9,000 burros, concentrated mostly in 
the south, and about 53,000 horses in the 
north, mostly in Wyoming, Oregon, Nevada 
and California." 

The 1971 law provided for three ways to 
cope with the horse population. According 
to Springer, "First, we could relocate them 
. . . but there wasn't anywhere to put them. 
Or we could put them out for private main¬ 
tenance with humane care. That's the 
Adopt A Horse program. Then, the last 
provision was if there was no other practical 
way, and the range was suffering, we could 
put these horses down." 

"But," Springer continued, "The Wild 
Horse program is a highly emotional one. 
You just can't have horses being shot, no 


matter what. And there are people out west 
who work for us (the Department of the 
Interior) who love those horses and spend 
many hours and weekends of their own time 
caring for them." 

Nonetheless, the Department of the Inter¬ 
ior continues to be the object of criticism and 
litigation. 

Part of the settlement of one court case 
involved finding homes for a group of horses 
and that is how Helen Polinger came to get 
Hal and Cortez. 

"One day last fall I got a call from the 
American Horse Protection Association," 
said Helen Polinger as she and a group of 
guests, including actress Tammy Grimes, 
watched the two mustangs prance around 
the paddock. "They asked me if I would be 
able to take two horses from the west and I 
said sure. They shipped the horses east and 
Sonny (Sims) asked that they be delivered to 
the West Friendship livestock yard. They 
were totally wild, you see, and he wanted to 
be able to halter them and load them. The 
pens at West Friendship were small and had 
very high sides so they couldn't jump out. 

"So Sonny went down to get them and 
brought them home (to the Polinger Farm 
Corporation in Olney). He fed them all 
winter and soon they were eating out of a 
bucket in his hand." 

Hal and Cortez on this day, however, 
would not have much to do even with Sonny 
Sims. Sticking together closer than shadows, 
they careened up and down their paddock, 
eschewing even the American Horse Protec¬ 
tion people who had arranged for their 
luxurious surroundings. But when they 
stopped and looked they seemed kind and 
interested, not wicked at all. And foxhunters 
in the assembled group exclaimed, "Wow, 
what weight-carriers they would make." 

Hal and Cortez have yet to be put into 
service, but other mustangs residing in 
Maryland have proved to be excellent riding 
horses. A mare picked out of a corral in Battle 
Mountain, Nevada, by Bart Ingoglia, of Jar- 
retsville, has become a family pet, dropped a

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foal, and placed in the first five in a 50-mile 
endurance ride. "We drove to Nevada in a 
pickup," said Mrs. Ingoglia, "and took our 
pick. The corrals were loaded with horses, all 
colors and all ages. The mares that were 
nursing looked a little poor, but all the others 
were in good condition. We picked Oreanna, 
a 2-year-old then. Oreanna means little spirit 
in Indian. 

"She was very wild getting into the pick¬ 
up, almost turned it over. We drove her 
straight to Maryland and took her right to a 
trainer. He said he was not going to break 
her, but he would gentle her. And he did. 
She is very lovely and we can do anything 
with her. We didn't know she was in foal 
when we got her and were very surprised to 
get a colt. We named him Nevada." 

Under the Adopt A Horse program, any 
adoptions remain the property of the gov¬ 
ernment, and cannot be sold, but foals are 
totally owned by the foster owner. "Nevada 
is mine," says Mrs. Ingoglia, "and he's a 
love." 


A regularly up-dated computer printout 
tells the whereabouts of all the adopted 
horses. There are 1,376 wild mustangs east of 
the Mississippi, and seven Marylanders, in¬ 
cluding Helen Polinger and the Ingoglias, 
have given homes to these wild horses. Mil¬ 
lard Oland, a Damascus farmer, has an entire 
herd. "Oland got a stallion and three mares 
in 1974, and he has had nine foals in the last 
three years," Springer said.

A person wishing to adopt a wild horse 
must fill out an application which asks ques¬ 
tions about the person's facilities to keep a 
horse. Parents must sign the applications for 
minors, and then transportation must be 
provided for the animal. 

"A lot of people drive out to pick up their 
horse," said Springer. "It makes a great va¬ 
cation, but it is expensive. We're trying to set 
up distribution centers for the wild horses to 
make it easier to have one. We'll ship a load 
to a certain place, and the people can come 
there to get their animal. Last week we tried 
that in Dallas and it worked well." 


All of the horses that have been rounded 
up are kept in corrals and fed hay. And all are 
available for adoption. "Everybody wants a 
cuddly colt," says Springer. "The older 
mares and stallions are the ones that go beg¬ 
ging. And probably some of the stallions 
would make better riding horses after being 
castrated than the mares would make." 

Helen Polinger's two mustangs were 
gelded before she received them. And even 
though they are still spooky, their evident 
curiosity in people and things around them 
is a first step in their gentling. So who 
knows, maybe they will go hunting one fine 
day, and the hunting horn may spark 
memories of war bugles in their blood. □

Paul Coster Is 
Self-Made Man 


Retired from the construction business, Paul 
Coster breeds and raises horses on his four- 
acre spread in Perry Hall with an enthusiasm 
that has made racing fans of all his neighbors.

Paul Coster pushes the term ''self-made 
man" to its limits. Not only has he made 
plenty of money (enough to retire comfort¬ 
ably eight years ago at age 58), but he has 
literally, with his own hands, made his 
house and barns, and also has bred, raised 
and saddled his own race horses. 

He has done all this with a delightful way 
of going that has won many of his Perry Hall 
neighbors to the racing industry. 

"People stop in here all the time to talk 
horses," said Mr. Coster as he gave a tour of 
his meticulous four-acre spread just off Bel- 
air road. "When I got my first horse in 1955 
— and that's a story — I kept him in a big 
chicken house. A boy would come to gallop 
him in the evening and the fence would be 
lined with neighbors and friends." 

A race horse in the neighborhood was 
natually an incentive to bet — and, quite 
frequently, a bet on Paul Coster's horse net¬ 
ted a payoff. He's had quite a few horses 
since his first in 1955, but "never more than 
one or two at a time." Right now he has 
possibly his best ever, a homebred 3-year- 
old colt called Karen's Lad, by ’^Wolfram out 
of Nativette. This horse has moved up under 
Coster's training from claiming to allowance 
company. Now recovering from a hard 
knock into the rail by Dave's Friend (which 
caused Dave's Friend to be disqualified), the 
colt should soon pick up his form again. 


Nativette, his dam, is at Merryland Farm 
where she has a foal by Rock Talk, and is 
being bred back to the same stallion. Other 
than that. Coster has two horses in training 
for his cousin Joe Winkler, having lost a third 
(a What a Pleasure called What For) in a 
claiming race a few weeks ago. 

"I mucked three stalls this morning at 
Timonium," says Coster with a big grin. 
"Three horses is enough. I need time to my¬ 
self for hunting and stuff like that." 

But back to the bettors on Belair road . . . 
"That first horse 1 had was called Let Out. 
The way I got him was a corker. 1 was build¬ 
ing the open air theater at Timonium (Coster 
was a partner in the J. H. Williams Company 
— another story) and every Saturday after 
work Td go next door to the Silver Spring Inn 
and have a few beers. A guy named Dell Soth 
owned the joint. Well, one day there was a 
bus sitting outside that said 'Round trip to 
Laurel $1.25.' I jumped on and went, and 
won $200. On the way home, a guy 1 knew 
from the bar said, 'Mr. Coster, if I had $250, 
I'd buy a horse. The one Tm thinking about 
ran fourth at Timonium. I know he's got 
potential.' 

Probably Coster's best horse to date 
is Karen's Lad, a homebred by ’^Wolfram out 
of Nativette, now returning to form after 
being knocked into the rail by Dave's Friend. 
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''Well, I had the $200, so my ears pricked 
up. 'This horse is at the Dickeyville Riding 
Academy,' the guy said, 'and the fellow who 
owns him is a hairdresser at Andre's.' When 
I got home, I called a trainer named Rudy 
Nolker and we took a ride out to Dickeyville. 
The horse was in a stall and nobody was 
anywhere to be found. Four or five horses 
were turned out in a field, and Rudy says, 
'Let's get that horse out and turn him loose 
and see what he does.' 

"Well, we shoulda known better. But we 
turned him loose and he took off, galloped all 
over the pasture and then took a sharp turn 
and his feet slipped out from under him. He 
slid under a hay wagon and couldn't get out. 
We had to pull and tug and finally we got 
him out, put him back in the stall and drove 
off as fast as we could go. 

"The hairdresser called me up that night. 
'Want to take a look at the horse?' he asks. 
'Sure,' 1 agreed, letting on to nothing. So 
Rudy and I went out. We took the trailer 


because I already had my heart set on the 
horse. But I parked it down the street. Didn't 
want the hairdresser to raise the price. 

"The riding academy man was there then, 
and the hairdresser said, 'Get my horse out,' 
and when he came out, he was stiff as a 
board. 'What have you done to my horse?' the 
hairdresser cried. '1 don't know; he hasn't 
been out of the stall,' the man answered. 

"By then, he had jacked the price to $300. 'I 
can't buy a lame horse,' 1 said, and worked 
him back down to $250. We made a deal. 

"For $250, I got the horse, tack, blankets, 
coolers, even a set of racing silks and a chest 
of medicine. Loaded up the horse and took 
him home to Perry Hall and put him in tfie 
hen house. 

"Second time I ran him, he win and paid 
$55. The daily double paid $275. Everybody 
on Belair road had bet $2 on him. That was 
the beginning."

Let Out raced until he was 10 years old, 
reaping many a reward for the Belair road 
enthusiasts. When he was retired, he was 
given away. 

"I never sell a horse," smiles Coster. "I 
always find a nice home for them. I gave Let 
Out to a little girl in Arbutus, even carried 
him up there for her. But she turned him out 
in a field with a green apple tree, and he got 
colic and died." 

By then, there were new horses at Coster's 
barn. And the memory of Let Out lived on 
with the neighbors who had bet on him at the 
Bel Air race track. Like when he ran one day 
before another Coster horse, Lee's Heart, in 
1958. "That was a dilly. Everything was 2's. 
One horse win on Saturday, and one win on 
Monday, two days apart. They both had post 
position number 2 and it was the second 
race. Both horses paid $22.20, and both dou¬ 
bles paid $275. Every bar I went into that day, 
there were free drinks." 

[Editor's note: Occurrences of 1958 are fre¬ 
quently hard to recall. For example, the Daily 
Racing Form chartbooks reveal that Let Out 
won the first race at Bel Air on a Monday and 
paid $24.80. The daily double was $334.00, 
coupling Let Out (No. 3) with Dear Alda (No. 
3). 

[One day later (Tuesday, May 20), Lee's 
Heart won the second race and paid $19.40. 
His saddle cloth number was 8. The daily 
double paid $271.60.] 

The next horse to be followed by the local 
bettors was Peachy. "He was known as 'the 
legend of Perry Hall,' " said Coster. "Every¬ 
body thought he was a girl, and they would 
always bet on him. I bought him at a sale at 
Laurel for $1,500. He win 13 races and the 
most money of all my horses." 

(Records show that Peachy, a 1964 colt, 
started 136 times from 1966 to 1974, never 
missing a year. He earned $48,956 and won 
13 races, with 10 seconds and 16 thirds.) 
"Peachy broke his leg in a freak trailer acci-

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dent," Coster recounted sadly. "He was 10 
when he died and sound as a bell o' brass." 

Along with all this horse activity. Coster 
was busy making money in the building 
business. A fortuitous jam session, again in a 
bar, with J. H. (Bo) Williams led to a profit¬ 
able association. "1 was in business for my¬ 
self," recounted Coster, "and I rented an 
office from Bo. My daddy had been a contrac¬ 
tor, and though I never went past the 
seventh grade, I learned all about building. 1 
guess I had what you call ambition . . . 
wanted to be a foreman, then wanted to be a 
superintendent. I taught myself to read 
blueprints and specs, and never had a day 
without a job. Never could sit still. . . never 
even took a vacation. 
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''Well, one day. Bo and I got to talking, and 
we went to Bernie Lee's bar and had a few 
beers. We discovered that Bo had what I 
needed, and I had what he and his partner 
(Courtney Jenkins) needed. So we went into 
business. 

"I did all the outside stuff, running all the 
jobs, placing all the orders. I could spread 
out the specs in my club cellar and study 
them for four or five hours and then pretty 
much throw them away. And Bo could figure 
out a job and maybe figure an estimate for 
setting steel. I'd say, 'Let's not job it out. I'll 
rent a crane and take some of the boys and 
we'll do it ourselves.' And we would. There 
was nothing to it!" 



"Did have a little trouble from time to time 
with the unions," he shrugged, "but they 
knew I wouldn't budge and that died 
down." 

Meantime, Coster was also building his 
tidy horse operation. Married 41 years ago, 
he built the house he and his wife Annetfa 
still live in. Mrs. Coster keeps the family 
books and also the payroll for the ]. H. 
Williams Company. "I don't handle a cent," 
Coster laughs. "My wife says I can louse up a 
checkbook in two minutes. She keeps me out 
of it." 

Coster retired and sold his interest in the 
Williams Company eight years ago but kept 
his interest in the Bare Hills Tennis Barn and 
the industrial park on Falls road. Among 
other buildings which have his mark are the 
horse barns at Windfields, including the 
beautiful stallion barn. 

His own spread is a masterpiece of effi¬ 
ciency. It is only four acres yet feels like 100. 
"I have everything I need," Coster said. 
"There is a two-acre pasture with an eighth 
of a mile galloping ring. I have five stalls in 
the barn, all with automatic waterers, and a 
run-in shed that opens on the two-acre field. 

"Then there is another one-acre field, and 
a high-sided playpen for the horses just off 
the track." 

All of the buildings are white, and the 
fences even include flood gates for a tiny 
creek that has overflowed three times in 41 
years. There are no race horses there now, 
only a pony Coster bought for his two grand¬ 
children. 

"I like to keep my horses at Timonium," 
said Coster, "but I couldn't have them with¬ 
out Mary Cochran who takes care of them. If 
she would leave> I would bring all my horses 
home. When What For was claimed, she 
cried for two hours. 'I wonder if they're 
going to take good care of him?" she sobbed. 

"You know," Coster's eyes light up. "I 
might have to claim that horse back just to 
please Mary." □

"The publications for the 1977 awards 
were judged by staff members of the Univer¬ 
sity of Oklahoma Press, and these judg¬ 
ments represent our professional and inde¬ 
pendent evaluations." 

Jones, Rolapp Elected 

Warner L. Jones, Jr., and R. Richards 
Rolapp have been elected to the American 
Horse Council's two highest positions. Mr. 
Jones, a Kentuckian, was named chairman of 
the AHC's Board of Trustees. Mr. Rolapp, of 
Darnestown, Md., is the AHC's new presi¬ 
dent. 

Mr. Jones, owner of Hermitage Farm near 
Louisville, succeeds Frederick L. Van Len- 
nep who stepped down following four years 
in office. Mr. Rolapp, an attorney and horse 
owner, takes the office vacated by former 
senator Thruston B. Morton who had served 


as president since the AHC's founding in 
1969. 

Prior to his recent election, Rolapp had 
served as the AHC's executive vice- 
president and assistant general counsel. 
Rolapp is a graduate of the Harvard Law 
School. He first became interested in the 
Thoroughbred business by attending a 
Timonium yearling show with his wife some 
years ago. 

Mark's Place Injured 

Mark's Place, winner of $361,555, was in¬ 
jured last month at Hollywood Park and has 
been retired to stud. The 6-year-old 
Maryland-bred did most of his racing in 
California, winning four stakes there in addi¬ 
tion to one at Oaklawn Park. 

Bred by the late M. Troy Jones, Mark's 
Place is by Stoic out of Blooming Hills by 
Hillsdale. He was sold by the executors of 
Mr. Jones' estate in 1977 for $142,000 to his 
present owner, Robert D. Bird. All of his 
stakes wins were achieved in Bird's colors. 

Mr. Bird will stand the horse at Kentmere 
Farm in Rancho Santa Fe, California. 

Sadie Hawkins Stallions 

Stallion services to Double Edge Sword, 
’‘^Recupere and Racconto will be awarded to 
the first three finishers in the 4th running of 
the $10,000 Sadie Hawkins Stakes to be run 
at Charles Town on August 5. The race is 
restricted to fillies and mares and will be 
contested at seven furlongs. 

Double Edge Sword, an 8-year-old son of 
Sword Dancer, stands at Windfields Farm 
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for a live foal fee of $2,500. He won four 
stakes and over $327,000. Owned by the Ais- 
quith Stable, the chestnut stallion entered 
stud in 1977. 

’^Recupere is a syndicate-owned French- 
bred son of ’^Reliance II. A stakes winner in 
France and Germany, he was imported to 
this country as a 6-year-old and earned 
nearly $50,000, winning two of 10 starts. He 
stands at the Virginia Stallion Station for a 
$2,000 live foal fee. 

Racconto is a winning son of *Ribot. He 
earned nearly $60,000 and went to stud in 
1976. Racconto stands at Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas Newcomer's Fleetwood Farm in 
Charles Town for a live foal fee of $1,000. 

Selection of the stallion services will be 
made by order of finish. The owner of the 



winner gets first choice, and the owner of the 
second horse takes second pick. 

Laurel's New Racing Secretary 

Lou J. Raffetto, Jr., has been hired by the 
Laurel race course to replace Guy Klank as 
the track's racing secretary. Raffetto, 28, pre¬ 
viously worked as an assistant to racing 
secretaries Eual Wyatt and Ken Lennox. 

Mr. Raffetto trained horses for two years 
(1973 and 1974) and is the son of Lou Raf¬ 
fetto, Sr., a retired merchant who owns a 
modest racing stable. 

Laurel's meeting will begin October 21. 

Horse Industry Directory 

The American Horse Council reports that 
the 1978 edition of its "Horse Industry Direc¬ 
tory" is now available at $2 per copy.

Politely Foals Colt 

The great Maryland-bred race mare 
Politely (winner of $552,972) foaled a colt by 
Hoist the Flag on April 9. The mare, owned 
and bred by Mrs. Richard C. duPont, has 
been returned to Hoist the Flag. Now 15, 
Politely has already achieved distinction as a 
broodmare, her 1972 foal Northerly (by 
Northern Dancer) having been a stakes 
winner of $183,244. 
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J. William Boniface, 36-year-old trainer 
and farm owner, was elected president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association last 
month, succeeding Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., who 
declined re-election after two years in office. 

Elected to the vice-presidency was John C. 
Mobberley who also trains a public stable 
and manages his own farm in Howard 
county. 

Hugh J. O'Donovan, the MHBA's 
longtime secretary-treasurer, was re-elected 
to that position. 

The three officers were elected by the 
MHBA's Board of Directors. The 15-member 
board had been elected by the general mem¬ 
bership earlier in the month.

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President's Report 
to the Membership 

Those of you who attended the general 
membership meeting held at Timonium last 
month are aware that there were complaints 
regarding a lack of communication between 
the Board of Directors and the general mem¬ 
bership. 

As the association's new president, I in¬ 
tend to respond to that criticism by writing a 
report on all meetings held by our Board of 
Directors. 

Our first board meeting held following the 
general membership meeting was on May 
24. The meeting was at the home of the out¬ 
going president, Frank A. Bonsai, Jr. Mr. 
Bonsai called the meeting to order at 7 p.m. 

Those in attendance were: J. William 
Boniface, Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., Hal C. B. 
Clagett, Janon Fisher, III, Stuart S. Janney, 
Jr., John B. Merryman, John C. Mobberley, 
Mrs. Henry Obre, Hugh J. O'Donovan, 
Ralph H. Retler. 

Absent were: William G. Christmas, Mrs. 
Richard C. duPont, Robert A. Leonard, 
Douglas R. Small, E. P. Taylor. 

First order of business was the election of 
officers. Mr. Bonsai stated that he had served 
two terms as president and did not choose to 
run again. He nominated Boniface for the 
presidency and O'Donovan as secretary- 
treasurer. Mr. Merryman nominated Mob¬ 
berley as vice-president. There being no 
other nominations, the three nominees were 
declared elected unanimously. 

The meeting, which lasted three hours and 
ten minutes, concerned itself chiefly with 
motions made by the members at the general 
membership meeting of May 16. 

There was agreement among the directors 
that the association should continue to use 
proxies at its meetings, in accordance with 
the organization's bylaws. Also discussed 
was Gilbert Rosenthal's suggestion pertain¬ 
ing to ballots which are not fully filled out. 
The directors agreed that the Rosenthal 
suggestion was a good one. It was moved, 
seconded and passed that ballots which fail 
to have votes indicated for each vacant posi¬ 
tion be rejected. 


Mr. Bonsai next asked for discussion on 
Betty Miller's two proposals: (1) that resumes 
on each nominated person be included with 
each ballot, and (2) that the Nominating 
Committee check with each nominee to 
make certain that he or she wishes to serve 
on the Board. The Board expressed itself as 
opposed to the first proposal but approved 
the second. 

Next point to be discussed was the rec¬ 
ommendation from Bernard Klein and 
Ronald Hahn that the general membership 
meeting be held next year (and in sub¬ 
sequent years) during the evening hours 
rather than in the morning. This recom¬ 
mendation had been voted on at the general 
membership meeting and had been over¬ 
whelmingly approved. After considerable 
discussion, a decision on the matter was de¬ 
ferred. 

Mr. Bonsai next asked for discussion on 
Mr. Merryman's motion at the general mem¬ 
bership meeting that Eastern Fall Sales 
horses be given a preference in borderline 
cases when nominated for the Two-Year- 
Olds in Training Sale. This motion had been 
favorably voted on by the members. The 
Board, after some discussion, referred the 
matter to the Sales Committee. 

Next point to be considered from the gen¬ 
eral membership meeting was the complaint 
by Charles McGinnes and Oliver Goldsmith 
regarding the Legislative Committee of 
which they are members. Both had stated 
that in the past two years they had been 
advised of no meetings of the committee. 
Mr. Bonsai then urged that in the future 
quarterly meetings be held of all committees. 
There were some objections to this idea, it 
being pointed out that not all committees 
have business to be transacted that fre¬ 
quently. Mr. Bonsai then deferred the matter 
to the incoming president, Mr. Boniface. 

There was a great deal of other business 
discussed and at times there were dif¬ 
ferences of opinion which generated some 
degree of emotion. I can conclude that the 
meeting was a good one and that all of us are 
eager to face the challenges which lie before 
us in the coming year. 

Our next Board meeting will be held June 
12 .

Victor]. Coladonato is a former exercise boy who 
now in middle age maintains a one-horse racing 
stable and lives in an old Cadillac hearse. His one 
horse happens to be Iron Legend, winner of Pim¬ 
lico's $30,000 Woodlawn Stakes in what was only 
the third start of his career. Mr. Coladonato 
employs no one to help with his horse. He is 
groom, hotwalker and exercise boy. He parks his 
hearse as close as possible to the barn in which his 
horse is quartered. In the hearse are a cot, televi¬ 
sion set and chest of drawers. Victor, who is un¬ 
married, has raced a small stable ever since giving 
up his chicken farming business in Delaware 
nearly ten years ago. 


Mr. Coladonato purchased Iron Legend's dam as 
a 2-year-old. Although the mare, ]enney Legend, 
is either a full or half-sister to six winners (none of 
whom earned as much as $11,000), ]enney 
Legend failed to make a single start. Coladonato 
bred her as a 4-year-old to Mial Spencer and got a 
filly (]enny Spencer) who is unraced. Victor's sec¬ 
ond foal out of the mare was Iron Legend, a son of 
Iron Peg. Foaled on June 10, 1975, Iron Legend 
was still more than a month away from actually 
being a 3-year-old when he won the mile and a 
sixteenth Woodlawn. 

After the birth of Iron Legend, Coladonato made a 
deal with Elmer R. Miles, the man at whose farm 
he was boarding Jenney Legend. The agreement 
was that Mr. Miles would board the foal for seven 
months free of charge in exchange for the brood¬ 
mare, Jenney Legend. Because of Iron Legend's 
late foaling date, Jenney Legend was not bred in 
1975. But in 1977 she foaled a colt by Roanoke 
Island and this year she produced a nlly by An¬ 
ticipating. She has been examined in foal this 
spring to Roanoke Island. Mr. Miles has kept the 
mare at his farm since 1973 and is the owner of her 
two most recent foals as well as the mare herself. 
(A complete story on Mr. Miles and the brood¬ 
mare Jenney Legend will be carried in this maga¬ 
zine next month.) 

In winning the Woodlawn, Iron Legend met ten 
seasoned opponents. He went off at odds of 
12-to-l in the race which had been transferred 
from the turf to the main track. Close to the pace 
from the start, the 17-hand colt took the lead in 
midstretch and went on to win by a half-length 
over Scotchman. Horatius was third with the 
odds-on Noon Time Spender (later to finish 
fourth in the Preakness) a distant eighth. 

Following the Woodlawn, Mr. Coladonato 
pointed his colt for the Preakness but six days 
before the race Iron Legend was withdrawn be¬ 
cause of a pulled muscle. Later, Coladonato van¬ 
ned his still ailing horse to Louisville, Ky., to have 
him examined by Dr. Alex Harthill. Dr. Harthill's 
diagnosis: bucked shins.

After a career total of only 17 starts, J.O. Tobin 
appears destined to become the greatest 
Maryland-bred money winner in history. The 
leading Maryland-bred in earnings is Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt's Find who lives in retirement at Sa¬ 
gamore Farm at age 28. In order to accumulate his 
bankroll of $802,615, Find made 110 starts and 
was 22 times a winner. Next in earnings among 
Maryland-breds are Youth ($683,224) and Social 
Outcast ($668,300). 

Owned and bred by Californian George A. Pope, 
Jr., J.O. Tobin was foaled in Maryland because itis 
here that Northern Dancer stands at stud. J.O. 
Tobin's dam. Hill Shade, had a booking that year 
(1974) to America's champion stallion, and, as a 
consequence, J.O. Tobin was dropped at E. P. 
Taylor's Windfields Farm. Sent to England to race 
as a 2-year-oId, the colt won three of his four 
European starts and was topweighted on Eng¬ 
land's Tote Free Handicap at 134 pounds. Re¬ 
turned to this country late that year, J.O. Tobin 
was pointed for the Kentucky Derby but missed it 
after being delayed in training by a cough. He did, 
however, make the Preakness, finishing fifth to 
Triple Crown winner Seattle Slew. That defeat 
was revenged by Tobin at Hollywood Park on July 
3 when Tobin won the $300,000 Swaps Stakes, 
giving Seattle Slew the only defeat of his career. 

Laz Barrera (Tobin's third trainer, he having ear¬ 
lier been conditioned by Noel Murless and Johnny 
Adams) freshened his charge during the fall 
months of 1977, then brought him out at Santa 
Anita this past winter. 

Mr. Pope has been breeding horses for more than 
30 years and was the breeder of Tobin's dam. Hill 
Shade. The mare won three of nine starts in Eng¬ 
land and France, all three victories coming in 
stakes. She retired with earnings of $33,992. 
Never Bend has sired 44 stakes winners, includ¬ 
ing England's Horse of the Year Mill Reef. Cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old colt in 1962, Never Bend (now 
deceased) won 13 of 23 starts, earning $641,524. 


Turning in a brilliant performance in his first 1978 
stakes effort. Tiny Monk came from just off the 
rapid pace of Yallah Native to win Keystone's 
Neshaminy Handicap by a head. Yallah Native 
was second by five lengths over Snappy Chatter, 
the 8-to-5 favorite. Tiny Monk, carrying 116 
pounds, was timed in 1:09 over a track rated 
"good." Yallah Native, 114, had zipped the 
half-mile in :44'‘/5 and held the lead until the final 
yards. Snappy Chatter, 120, was unable to 
threaten the two leaders at any stage of the six- 
furlong race. 

Risked once in a claiming race ($18,000) as a 
2-year-old, Tiny Monk has improved with age. 
Although bred by his owner. Tiny Monk is actu¬ 
ally the result of Brig. Gen. James P. S. Devereux's 
planning. It was General Devereux who mated 
Tiny Ripple to Red Monk, and then sold the mare 
to Mrs. John A. Wallace. Since a horse's breeder is 
defined as the owner of the dam at time of foaling. 


it is Mrs. Wallace who is credited with breeding 
the chestnut sprinter. 

Red Monk, also a chestnut, was one of the most 
courageous horses to race in Maryland during the 
last ten years. Because of a knee injury which 
rendered him a partial cripple throughout his en¬ 
tire career. Red Monk raced only seven times. He 
won six of those starts and finished third in the 
only race in which he was defeated. He started 
only once in a stakes race (Bowie's Southern 
Maryland Handicap) and won it in time four- 
fifths of a second slower than the 1:09^5 track 
record. Owned and bred by Mr. and Mrs. C. 
Oliver Goldsmith, Red Monk stands at their 
Longwood Farm for a live foal fee of $1,000. He is 
by Rambunctious out of Sun Rondeau by Bull 
Brier. Sun Rondeau, herself a cheap race mare, 
has produced three stakes winners, the others 
being Leematt ($212,895) and Uncle Willie M. 
($42,011).

Continuing her winning ways against Mary¬ 
land-bred fillies and mares. Luck Penny coasted 
to a "'handy" victory in Pimlico's Geisha Handi¬ 
cap, winning by four and a half lengths from Hot 
Slippers. Never worse than second in the mile 
and a sixteenth event, the chestnut filly per¬ 
formed as 3-to-5 favorite while carrying top 
weight of 124 pounds. Finishing behind Hot Slip¬ 
pers were Glad Appeal, Pro Supper, Sir For Her 
and Gay Candy. 

Luck Penny is owned by her breeder, retired 
trainer Thomas J. Barry, who maintains a small 
breeding establishment at his 133-acre Ardmore 
Farm in Darlington. Mr. Barry (trainer of Belmont 
Stakes winners *Cavan in 1958 and ’^Celtic Ash, 
1960) came to this country from Ireland in 1930, 
carrying all of his worldly possessions in one suit¬ 
case. He and his wife bought Ardmore Farm 13 
years ago. 

The first stakes winner bred at Ardmore (by Mr. 
Barry and Dr. F. E. Power) was Bold Statement, a 
foal of 1968. The second is Luck Penny who is a 
100 per cent Barry production. Sired by the highly 
successful Bold Ruler stallion What Luck, Luck 
Penny is out of Mourne Abbey who was unplaced 
in her only start. Except for Luck Penny and one 
stakes-placed horse, there is no black type under 
either the filly's first or second dams. All four of 
Mourne Abbey's earlier foals were, however, 
winners — their lifetime earnings ranging from a 
high of $31,000 down to $12,000. Unlike her older 
brothers and sisters. Luck Penny is something 
special. 

In her first start as a 2-year-old, Luck Penny won 
by 17 lengths, breaking Pimlico's 23-year-old five 
and a half furlong track record. Her only stakes 
win as a 2-year-old came in Bowie's Kindergarten. 
As a 3-year-old Luck Penny finished worse than 
third only once, while winning Bowie's Dogwood 
Stakes and six other races. 
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Sold last December to Dan Lasater, Shawi gained 
the third stakes victory of her career and her first 
in Lasater's colors last month in Keystone's 
$50,000 Susquehanna Handicap. Until December, 
the 5-year-old daughter of Wise Exchange had 
done all of her racing as the property of Randolph 
Weinsier, of Great Neck, N.Y. Mr. Weinsier, for¬ 
merly a partner in National Cold Storage Com¬ 
pany, is now semi-retired and does only consult¬ 
ing work. He purchased Shawi's dam, Sharis Joy, 
as a yearling for $1,200 at a Kentucky auction. 
Sharis Joy made three starts (her last in a $4,000 
claimer) and retired with earnings of $270. 
Shawi's second dam made two starts and earned 
nothing. Shawi's third dam made 17 starts and 
earned $1,625. Shawi is Sharis Joy's first foal and 
only winner. Mr. Weinsier has owned Thorough¬ 
breds for about 25 years and normally maintains 
four broodmares, one of which he regularly quar¬ 


ters at Stymie Manor Farm so that he can utilize 
his share in the syndicated stallion Wise Ex¬ 
change. 

In winning the Susquehanna, Shawi scored by a 
length over Small Raja, the 4-to-5 favorite. In re¬ 
ceipt of seven pounds (113 to 120), Shawi posted a 
$17.80 mutuel while winning by a length from the 
favorite. Third in the seven-horse field was 
Sparkling Topaz (110). 

Shawi became the second offspring of Wise Ex¬ 
change to surpass the $200,000 mark in earnings 
when she captured the mile and a sixteenth filly 
and mare test. The stallion's leading money 
earner is Wise Philip whose earnings are close to 
$300,000. Wise Exchange is a 13-year-old son of 
Promised Land. He himself earned $173,867 and 
stands at Stymie Manor for a live foal fee of $2,000.

Rejected from the 1976 Eastern Fall Sales because 
his pedigree didn't measure up to the established 
standard, Dave's Friend was retained by his 
owner-breeder, Robert L. Beall. Mr. Beall, owner 
of two restaurants and a member of one of South¬ 
ern Maryland's oldest families, did not race the 
colt as a 2-year-old. It was on April 12 of this year 
that Dave's Friend made his debut. Competing 
against maidens in a special weight race at Pim¬ 
lico, he won by 12 lengths in Ten days later 


he came back against nonwinners of two and 
finished 10 lengths in front of the runner-up. But 
he had raced greenly and was disqualified by the 
stewards. His third start resulted in an eight- 
length tally at Keystone over the good sprinter A1 
Battah. In his fourth start he competed for the first 
time in a stakes race. Not only did he win the 
$50,000 Patriot Stakes by two lengths over Full 
Partner (with Shelter Half running third and 
Quadratic fourth in the four-horse race), but he 
also set a new track record for the seven-furlong 
distance. Dave's Friend's winning time was 
1:212/5 — two-fifths of a second faster than Rural 
Lad's 1974 track record. 

Dave's Friend is trained by his owner-breeder. 
The colt has only 20 per cent vision in his left eye 
(the eye was damaged in an unknown way when 
the colt was a yearling). Sired by Friend's Choice, 
Dave's Friend is strongly inbred to Spy Song (a 
son of Balladier), having that stallion in the third 
generation through both his sire and his (fam. 
Friend's Choice stands at Mr. Beall's Davidson- 
ville farm where he has been used as an almost 
private stallion. Winner of $50,169, the stallion 
was purchased by Mr. Beall as a yearling on the 
advice of Bernard P. Bond. It is for Mr. Bond that 
Friend's Choice is named.

Since topclass fillies can only rarely compete suc¬ 
cessfully against topclass colts, the managements 
of Churchill Downs, Pimlico and Belmont Park 
schedule major 3-year-old filly stakes to be run 
either the day before or the day of the Triple 
Crown events. These rich races are for the na¬ 
tion's best, the only restriction being age and sex. 

Caesar's Wish wasn't successful when she went 
to Churchill Downs for the Kentucky Oaks, even 
though she performed as 2-to-l favorite. She was 
carried four wide on the clubhouse turn, had no 
chance to relax and get a breather while striving 
(unsuccessfully) for the lead throughout. She 
finished fifth, beaten seven lengths by the unde¬ 
feated White Star Line. Returned to Pimlico im¬ 
mediately after the Oaks, Caesar's Wish had two 
weeks to prepare for Pimlico's Black-Eyed Susan. 
Said trainer Dick Small: "This is the one we want 
to win. It's our home track. It means a lot to us." 
And win she did. Coasting on the lead from the 
start, Caesar's Wish opened a ten-length advan¬ 
tage in midstretch. During the concluding strides, 
she was taken in hand by her rider, Danny 
Wright. At the finish, Caesar's Wish held a five- 
length margin over Jevalin. Miss Baja took third 
money over Silver Ice in the eight-horse race. 
There was a claim of foul against Caesar's Wish, 
Mickey Solomone (Jevalin's rider) alleging inter¬ 
ference at the start. But the delay in making the 
race official seemed long only to owner Sally Gib¬ 
son and trainer Small. 

Bred by Nathan L. Cohen, Caesar's Wish was 
foaled at Douglas R. Small's Strathmore Stud in 
Monkton. Mr. Small had for many years trained 
Mr. Cohen's racing stable. But in 1976 Nathan and 
his father (83-year-old Herman Cohen) decided to 
sell all of their breeding stock. The Cohens offered 
their horses to Small who immediately purchased 
the package (five broodmares, four sucklings and 
four yearlings). Among the yearlings was 
Caesar's Wish. Mr. Small consigned the yearlings 
to the Eastern Fall Sales and hoped to get between 
$15,000 and $20,000 for Caesar's Wish. But bid¬ 
ding stopped at $7,500, w^hich was well below 
Small's reserve. Taken back to Strathmore Stud, 
Caesar's Wish was later sold privately to Sally 
Gibson. Mrs. Gibson gave the filly to Small's son, 
Richard, to train.

For the second time in as many years. Resound 
won Pimlico's Jennings Handicap which is the 
richest older horse race restricted to Maryland- 
breds. In 1977 the Jennings was run in two divi¬ 
sions (the other half was won by Splitting 
Headache), but this year only seven horses com¬ 
peted. Resound was topweighted at 123 pounds 
and performed as 8-to-5 favorite. He won by 
three-quarters of a length from Snappy Chatter 
(120) in what was essentially a two-horse race. 
Finishing a distant third (nine lengths behind the 
runner-up) was Nashver's Omega. 

The Jennings was Resound's third consecutive 
score, he having earlier won an allowance race at 
Pimlico and the Gettysburg Handicap at Key¬ 
stone. In his only other 1978 races. Resound ran 
second by a head to Ripon in the $100,000 
Campbell Handicap and second by a length and a 
quarter to Take the Pledge in a division of Bowie's 
Native Dancer Handicap.

Sarof Jr. was included in Buckingham Farm's dis¬ 
persal sale at Keeneland in January, the bay colt 
bringing $9,500 on a bid by Robin and Frank Han- 
kin. He is the second foal out of his unraced dam, 
the first being Phil, a winner of two races at 2 in 
1977. Sarof Jr. is from the second crop sired by 
King's Bishop which stands at Windfields Farm 
for a live foal fee of $7,500. The stallion's first crop 
included 16 starters which won 19 races, includ¬ 
ing three stakes. Sired by Round Table, King's 
Bishop won over $308,000 and is owned now by a 
syndicate. 

Buckingham Farm, located near Chestertown, is 
owned and operated by Mr. and Mrs. E. Edward 
Houghton. Although the Houghtons held a com¬ 
plete dispersal in January, they are not planning 
to get out of the Thoroughbred business. They are 
now in the process of restocking their farm. 
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Two-Year-Old Sale 
Sets New Records 


IVlaryland's 4th annual Two-Year-Olds 
in Training Sale was condensed last month 
to a one-day session, and the results were 
outstanding with both gross receipts and 
average price setting new highs. 

Topping the sale at $47,000 was a King's 
Bishop filly (Hip No. 121) consigned by L. 
Clay Camp as agent for Russell D. Ketcham 
and Bayard Sharp. Sold to dissolve the 
partnership, the filly (named Check the 
Queen) was bought by Mr. Sharp for his own 
account. 

Nineteen of the 132 horses sold brought 
$20,000 or more. 

The sale's average price was $13,170 (com¬ 
pared to $12,587 in 1977) and the gross 
reached $1,738,400 (compared to $1,233,600 
in 1977). 

As had happened in all three of the earlier 
sales. Early Bird Stud was the leading con¬ 
signor, selling eight horses for $147,500. The 
Florida-based stable is owned by the family 
of Bruce S. Campbell who died last August at 
age 83. Marty Hershe, the Early Bird man¬ 
ager, was on hand throughout the ten-day 
exhibition period at Timonium to show his 
horses to potential buyers. 

Leading consignor from the standpoint of 
highest average was Pennyacres Farm, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Jim Lewis. They 
averaged $19,700 for the five horses they sold 
as their own property. Pennyacres, located 
in Hydes, Md., also sold the sale's second 
highest priced horse — a Rock Talk colt 
(named One O'Clock Rock) who went to 
Mrs. Samuel duPont on a bid of $36,000. The 
colt is a half-brother to the good stakes win¬ 
ner Spot Two. 


Among other major consignors were the 
estate of Milton Polinger and John Curley's 
Rolling Mill Farm. 

The Polinger horses brought $140,500, 12 
head bringing an average price of $11,708. 
Rolling Mill Farm sold six for $74,500, an 
average of $12,417. 

Although the highest priced horse 
($47,000) topped the 1977 figure ($40,000), it 
did not match the $56,000 paid by the late 
Robert Miller for a Vitriolic colt in the 1976 
sale. 

This year's auction represented a complete 
change in format from the three previous 
sales. 

For the first time, the trials on Timonium's 
race track were held on the same day as the 
auction. 

The trials began at 10 a.m. on Sunday, 
May 14, and were concluded a little after 1:30 
p.m. John Finney and Dick Woolley shared 
the announcer's stand and, despite heavy 
showers, a large crowd was in attendance. 

A bull roast was offered for all spectators in 
mid-afternoon. The sale itself began at 5 
p.m. The final horse was led into the ring a 
little after 10:30.

The Maryland Horse 

Reported . . . 

► Under a blanket of black-eyed Susans on 
the cover was the brilliant Citation, shown in 
the winner's circle after his Preakness vic¬ 
tory. Still aboard was jockey Eddie Arcaro 
who had logged this score for Calumet. 

► A preliminary schedule for the 1948 
Olympic Games included some of the events 
and requirements. "Under International 
rules no women are allowed to participate in 
Equestrian Events of the Olympic Games, 
and no professionals can compete." 

► Don Reed reported a decline in the entire 
racing picture. Bad weather caused off tracks 
for 73 per cent of the meetings at both Havre 
de Grace and Pimlico. Likewise, attendance 
and betting were down at both tracks. Reed 
wrote, "In percentage figures, the atten¬ 
dance at Pimlico was off 16 per cent and the 
betting 24. At Havre de Grace, attendance 
dropped 22 per cent and betting was down 
29. Artistically, some of the stakes were 
much more successful than the meetings 
were financially. Calumet Farm's Citation, 
growing steadily in public estimation as one 
of the 'greats' of our time, displayed his 
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speed on three occasions in Maryland, the 
last time ... in the Preakness." 

► An update on steeplechasing at Pimlico 
revealed a positive outcome of the previous 
winter's decision to crack down on ineligible 
horses. Reed commented, "The jumping 
sport at Pimlico this spring was a vast im¬ 
provement over what has been offered in 
Maryland in recent seasons. Steeplechasers 
must go through a test now before being 
permitted to run. This checking and testing 
system eliminated a lot of horses which 
might have created unpleasant situations 
during the running through their inability to 
jump. As it was, most of the races were 
cleanly run." 

► The annual meeting of the MHBA in 1948 
was a dinner meeting in the old clubhouse at 
Pimlico. Two hundred people listened to re¬ 
ports of assets close to $10,000, and heard 
Mrs. Robert H. Heighe report that about 
$36,000 had been distributed in bonus pay¬ 
ments. Among other satisfactory accom¬ 
plishments of the past year. Field Secretary 
Humphrey Finney reported that "the asso-

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ciation had supervised the shipping of fif¬ 
teen carloads of mares into and out of the 
state, for breeding purposes." 

► Entries at the yearling show numbered a 
grand 67, and Alex B. Gordon judged them 
at Pimlico on a rainy May morning. Sadly, 
the rain caused a number of scratches, and 38 
yearlings were eventually judged. Gordon 
chose Mrs. Emma Downs' racy brown 
daughter of ’^Piping Rock and Wes, by Mad 
Hatter, over A. G. Vanderbilt's son of Dis¬ 
covery and ’^Bukhara II, by ’^Bahram. Later in 
the afternoon, the Back Again was run, a 
four and a half furlong race for 1947 Yearling 
Show entries. Another daughter of ’^Piping 
Rock, Mrs. R. H. Heighe's bay filly Indus 
(who did not win a ribbon in the yearling 
show), won the Back Again handily. 

► Joe Palmer summed up the Preakness in 
true Palmer fashion. He wrote, "There 
wasn't much to say about the Preakness ex¬ 
cept that Citation won it and that the three 
others finished after a while." Palmer also 
told a story of Nathaniel, who had won the 
Jennings. "The colt, by ’^Challenger II — 
Alexandrine, had to be raised on a bottle, 
because his dam had no milk, and 
Nathaniel's foster mother was a Negro 
groom named Henry Griffin. When it came 
time to name him, Flanagan (J. F. Flanagan, 
the Maryland steward at whose farm 
Nathaniel was foaled) offered to name the 
colt for the groom. Griffin was pleased, said 
to name the colt Nathaniel. This brought on a 
double take, but it turned out that his name 
was Henry Nathaniel Griffin and he liked the 
middle name and wanted the colt to have it, 
which he did." 

► A feature on Stymie Manor by Pat Judge 
told of the great Stymie. "When Stymie's 
racing days are over, he will probably join 
the ranks of Thoroughbred stallions stand¬ 
ing in Maryland. He is slated to stand at 
Stymie Manor. . . . Stymie, the world's lead¬ 
ing money winner with $844,760, spent the 
winter at Jack Skinner's farm at Middleburg. 

. . . It is a foregone conclusion that the son of 
Equestrian — Stop Watch will have a full 
book when he is retired." 

► An obituary for Robert S. Castle called 
him a man who had "an important place in 
Maryland's Thoroughbred breeding picture 
for a number of years." In the advertising 


business, Castle became acquainted with 
another ad man, William L. Brann. "The pair 
formed a partnership in the late twenties, 
purchasing the great sire ’^Challenger II as a 
three-year old in England in 1930. . . Train¬ 
ing accidents cut short the racing career of 
the son of Swynford, who was installed at 
the farm now (1948) known as Glade Valley, 
but then called Branncastle after its owners. 
For half a dozen years or so Castle managed 
the farm, where he made his home, and 
where so many of Maryland's best 
racehorses have been raised." 


► Among horse show news was this item: 
"Age, it seems, does not wither, nor custom 
stale, old Meddler's infinite abilities. The 
24-year-old horse, a McDonogh School pet, 
sailed into the McDonogh show ring . . . 
with all the pep of a youngster, and under 
Cadet 'Butch' Borchers' handling, garnered 
the blue ribbons in both touch and out and 
open jumping classes." 

► A resurgence of polo was promised in 
another story, as members of the old Mary¬ 
land Polo Club rallied to play with Fred Tejan 
and his son Ed. Plans called for a full season 
of games to be played on Sunday afternoon 
at the Green Spring Valley field. Players 
were slated to include Carle and Riall 
Jackson, Henry Dentry, Brooke Gallion, Fife 
Symington, Henry Obre, ... a former Cor¬ 
nell player. Peck Mangels, and Hoppie 
Hopson. 

► From the Editor's Saddle Bag, a note on 
May 4. "A new local farm was represented 
when the Shamrock Stable won the Balti¬ 
more Spring Handicap, owner Art Rooney, 
of baseball fame, having bought a large 
Carroll county property for development as a 
breeding and training headquarters."

Mr. Jackson Bows Out 

It isn't often that the governor appoints to the Maryland Racing Commission a 
man with even a smidgen of horse experience. Carle A. Jackson was one of the few. 
Governor J. Millard Tawes made the appointment in 1959 — back when Lou Pondfield 
ran Pimlico, Donald Lillis operated Bowie and John Schapiro was Laurel's brand new 
president. 

Mr. Jackson accepted his job with enthusiasm. He had been a polo player in his 
younger days and has never lost his love for riding. Successful in business (insurance) 
and savvy on politics (his father, Howard Jackson, had been Baltimore's mayor), Mr. 
Jackson was regarded everywhere as a fine appointment. 

But now, after 19 years on the job and still in radiant health, he has turned in his 
resignation. Mr. Jackson gives as his reason a feeling of great frustration over the 
industry's future. 

Well, as I said when Newty Brewer bowed out last spring, the Maryland Racing 
Commission won't be the same without Carle A. Jackson. He served the commission 
with diligence and integrity. On most controversial issues he was outvoted (bute, exotic 
betting, etc.). But he knew his own mind, even if his decisions were generally those of 
the minority. 

I can only hope that Jackson's words are not ignored by Maryland's racing indus¬ 
try. In resigning, he gave us his message: things are bad and getting worse. 

Now it's up to the industry to show he was wrong.
